in either America or Australia, although 
there are tens of thousands of unimown 
horses. Tradition points to cenfral Asia 
as the original abode of the horse, and 
there the original stock of wild- horses 
may still possibly exist. ‘Darwin's stato- 
ment that no aboriginal or truly wild 
horse is known to exist must still be 
held as explaining the exact position of 
this question. But we must.supplement 
ifby stating that 4t isnot certain tbat 
‘truly wild hérses do not exist, and, on. 
the whole, concInde that the evidence 
is in favor of the existence of the wild 
horse in central Asia, but that we haye 
no evidence as to his pedigree in rela- 
tion to domestication. The wild horse 
of the British islands is now practically 
the Shetland pony, but he is not the 
animal described by Cæsar. 
The domesticated animal everywhere, 
however, reverts very easily to the sav- 
age state. The paces of a wild horse are 
a walkand gallop. The double and the 
canter are artificial, and it is still a 
mooted question bs to whether the wild 
horse ever trots.—Paper Read Before 
the Bombay Historical Society. 
Confined Sound. 
, The intensity of confined sound is 
illustrated at Oausbrook castle, 
isle of Wight, where there is a well 200 
feet deep and 12 feet in diameter. Tho 
well has 18 foet of water in it, and the 
entire interior from top to’ water id 
lined with smooth masonry. This lining 
so completely confines the sound that a 
pin dropped from the top can be heard 
very plainly to strike the water, at a 
distance of 182 feet below. Another in- 
stance is cited from India, where work- 
men at the waterworks often talk with 
those at the reservoir, 18 miles sway, 
their telephone being an 18 inch water 
main that is no longer used for convey- 
dng water.—St. Louis Republic.

The protracted struggle to keep a hun- 
dred millions of free gold in the treasury 
is giving the country s remarkably vivid 
object lesson. 
Exports of the precious metal contin- 
~tinne, and every dollar of it shipped, 


w. th the exception of a few smelters’ 
T bars, is furpisbeb by the government, 
P which is conducting a big bank with five 


hundred millions of notes which it must 
Z redeem In gold on demand. 

Other banks have in proportion to 
mei d a larger supply of gold, but 
they desire to keep their own position 
strong avd will not part with it. The 
Treasury cannot help itself, because a re- 
fusal to redeem its notes in the yellow 
metal would be asuspension of gold pay- 
. ments and would at once cause a disloc- 

stion of the currency. 

This morning the treasury’s reserve is 
sbont two and s balf millions onder the 
umount which is regarded as the requir- 
ed reserye—namely, one hundred mil- 
lions—and the drain continues. Wall 
street is exciting ilselfover the question 
whesther enough gold to make the re- 
serve whole again will be deposited jthis 
-week,and the syndicate is reported to be 
passing ita bat among the banks to rasse 
the needed specie. 

The spectacle of a young financial giant 
like the United States bound helpless in 
the fetters ofan absurd monetary system 
snd being nursed and spoon fed by a 
bandfal of bankers 1s at once. ludicrous 
and pathetic. Unless the American peo-

The happiest 
marriages, surely, are those which be- 
gin in this way, and not those which are 
postponed till the freshness of youth is 
past—marriages which in order to have 
something to live upon, forego the actu- 
al joy uf living. That poetof the people 
Riley, touched the cord wellnigh univer- 
sal when he sang: 

“Let's go a visitin’ back to Grigsby's Station, 
Thtre where we used to be so happy and so 
port 

The young man in love with the rich 
girl waite for years until he can “support 
her in the manner to whice she is accus- 
tomed,” and finds too late that she would 
have flung sll away and lived with him 
injubilant poverty, had he trusted her 
and himself a little more. Yes, the sad- 
dest of the marriages-that-migbt-bare- 
been are those which ought to have been 
and could have been and were not. 


The Natural Course, 


It would seem to be the natural course 
of a respectable woman who runs away 
from bome to hire out as a domestic ser- 
vant. It is easy—as easy as going to 
Europe—and it is safe. Moreover,every 
woman who has been used to a comfort- 
able home knows what a housemaid’s 
duties are, and believes she can de them. 
Both Mrs. Gardner, who was lost in Bos- 
ton and found in Norwich, and Mies 
Clarke, who was found at Fitchburg, had 
hired out as housercaids, and both were 
making an honorable living. Both are 
now thought to have been suffering from 
disordered minds, but neither bad had 
to change her place on that account. 
There is nosign thateither of them was 
Satisfactory to her employer.

ELECTRICAL ENGINEERING. ~~~ 


Its Recent and Rapid Development Upon 
the Continent, ~ 

Before a recent meeting of the ri- 
can Institute of Electrical 
Mr. H. Ward Leonard delivered an in- 
teresting address upon electrical engi- 
neering developments in wee and 
England as contrasted with in 
America. In its commercial develop- 
ment of electricity America is placed 
first—in fact, far in advance of the old 
world countries—but considered from an 
tgineering standpoint Mr. Leonard 
thinks the United States is losing the 
lead it has thus far held. He lays 
yesponsibility for this condition of 
almost entirely at the door of the 
electrical monopolies, which haye 
in the way of progress, and parti ly 
in preventing the trial of devices and 
systems of which Europe presents varie- 
ties unknown to us. He questions what 
has been done in this country in the 
way of electrical engineering develop- 
ment since Edison started his three wire 

distribution at Sunbury, Pa., 
in 1888, and Westinghouse established 
his alternating system with 1,000 volt 
primary and 60 volt secondary a few 
years later, and Sprague started the 
Richmond electric railroad in 1887. 
There has of course been great extension 
of installation along these lines. 

We have, Mr. Leonard says, the best 
three wire central station plants in the 
world. Also the best alternating sys- 
tem, converting from 1,000 to 50 volts, 
but we haye practically no other kind 
of central ‘station to point to. We are 
operating 500 volt continuous current 
electrio railways at distances for which 
2,000 volts should be used instead of 
500, and after investing more money in 
copper per car than the entire cost of the 
electrical equipment we still lose twice 
as much energy as is commercial in the 
line. In England in alternating systems 
a three wire secondary is used with 100 
volts on each side, and, according to 
Mr. Leonard's view, there was no ex- 
cause except patents for a 50 volt two 
wire secondary originally, and none 
save the inertia and prejudice of s large 
corporation for continuing to put in the 
two wire secondary today. 

Rotary transformers are used in sev- 
éral stations in England for a continu- 
ons current, high potential multiple aro 
distribution, the secondary being a thrée 
wire system, and some American inven- 
tions not patented in England are fonnd 
to have been utilized in central stations 
there, while they have been 
in the land of their inception.—

The American Crop Beason of 1505. 


The Weather crop bniletin fur the 
week ending on the 9th inst. issned, by 
the government Weather Bureau gives a 
Neon CRORE summary from March Ist 
to date. 

It shows that in the crop season of 
1895, from March Ist to September 9th, 
(193 days), the seasonable temperatare 
has been cooler than usual in the South 
Atlantic states. and throughout the 
Rocky mountain plateau and Pacific 
coast. In the Missouri Valley and east- 
ward to the Atlantic coast the season has 
been warmer than usual, and over the 
greater part of this area the temperature 
excess has been more than 1 degree per 
day. 

The seasonal rainfall for the same 193 
days has been decidedly déficient in the 
lake region and generally tbroughoat 
the States of the central valley, with the 
exception of Missouri, where it was near- 
ly equal to the ayerage. Nearly the whole 
of New England and the Middle Atlantic 
States, Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Southern Texas, and Florida 
bave had less than the seasonal amount 
of rain, but the deficiency has been less 
marked than In the states of the central 
valleys and lake region,where the actual 
deficiency ranges from 4 to 10 inches. 

These data afford the best means of 
gaining a clear idea of the harvests of 
1895. This year’s crop seasons have ap- 
parently been better than those of the 
two preceeding years, but not by any 
means ideal seasons, as the rainfall has 
been generally mnch too light. But the 
chances for an improvement in the crop- 
seasons of 1896 are good. 
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All the work on the magnificent elec-: 
tric fountain in the grand basin at the 
Cotton States and International Exposi- 
tion hes been completed, and for the past 
few days millions of gallons of clear wa- 
tet have been pouring into tbe lake from 
the city mains.: It is filling mpidly and 
will soon be up to the level of the boat-

Of my qualifications it-does not be- 
come me to speak, and I shall, therefore, 
leave to others to say what ‘they t ink 
upon this merely persona! aspect of the 
convass. 
I may, however, be excused for referr- 
ing with some satisfaction to the lact 


_| that,thus far, no one bas said that my 


nomination was one not fitto-be made, 
nor averred that, so far as the record of 
my life's work goes to prove anything, 
the office will find in me, if elected, an 
unworthy and incompetent incumbent. 


The line of attack that has been and. 


is being made upon the ticket does, how- 
ever, call from me some allusions ofan- 
othér sort, personal to myself, and in 
this. my first public appearance upon the 
platform, I wish to explain myself with 
a pis nness of speéch that nobody can 
fail to ugderstand, 
DID NOT SEEK THE NOMINATION. 

I did not seek this nomination. It 
sought me.

designated to interest Southerners alune, 
The truth lies midway between these 
two extremed. Primarily, of course, tl:e 
purpose of the management has been to 
cause the southern people to realize 
what they can and must do to keep 
abreast of the great business world, and 
toshow Northern and foreign investois 
what a mass of potential wealth is stor: q 
io the South in natural resources whirh 
need only capital and energy for th: ir 
rapid development; and incidentally to 
attract to Atlanta a multitude of outsid- 
ers who could be drawn by no exposition 
of narrow scope. To thelatter end, the 
cream of the Chicago Fair has been 
skimmed for Atlanta's use, and many 
new snd striking features have been 
added. The visitor at Chicago, if he at- 
tempted to do justice to the fair of 1893, 
bad to pick his way through miles of ex- 
hibits which did not especially interest 
him In order to find some whicli did, 
and after spending the whole six months 
in the diligent exercise of all his facul- 
ties, came away with a sense of the stu- 
pendousness and splendor of the show, 
and the incapacity of one human mind 
to grasp it. At Atlanta it will. be pose- 
ible for an intelligent visitor to give two 
weeks or three to the systematic study 
of the exposition, and cover the ground 
satisfactorily. 

Yet the Atlanta Exposition is by no 
means a small affair. Its projectors 
claim for its honor of being next to the 
largest world’s fair eyer held. Its site is 
a natural park abont three miles from 
the heart of the city. From s ridge 
which marks its outside boundary the 
land slopes down toward a basin in the 
centre, which is utilized for the bed of 
an artificial lake. The amphitheatric 
topography of the grounds lends itself 
readily to spectacular nses. Fine sweep- 
ing vistas are obtained'from every point; 
and with the lake for a scenic focus, and 
a fringe of forest foliage skirting the fence 
for probably two-thirds of the entire cir- 
cumference, nothing is left to be desired 
in the way of broad landscape effects. 

Partly for the sake of harmony witb 
their surroundings, and partly for reasons 
of economy, eight of the eleven main 
buildings have been designed on lines of 
cottage rather thgn of classic architecture. 
They are simply big, airy, well-lighted 
wooden rinks. Their sides and roofs 
are of clapboard and shingles; their win- 
dow frames and sashes, though large, are 
of the conventional pattern, These are

LATEST OUTLOOK OF THE HARVESTS. 


‘The government weather crop buletin 
covéring the week ending st 8 p.m. Mon- 
day affords further encouragement as to 
the yield of the harvests: 

This isthe second excessive phenome- 
nally warm week over most of the coan- 
try esst of the rocky mountains. with an 
‘entire absence of rain over mach of the 
central valleys, Atlantic coast, and Gulf 
States. 

Corn excepta small part of the late 
crop in Ohio and Indians, is now Bafe 
from frost. The weather conditions of 
the week have been gencrally favorable 
for cutting and gathering corn, which 
work is in general progress. 

The warm dry weather has also been 
favorable for cotton picking, which has 


made good progress. The report gener- 
ally shows that cotton has opened rapid- 
ly during the week and that the exceed- 
ingly warm and dry weather bss forced 
the young bolls to open prematurely. 
Complaints of damage by insects haye 
continued to decrease. 

While the growth of late tobacco has 
been checked by drought, the warm 
dry weather hss been very favorable 
for housing and curing. 

The Bulletin adds that “throughont 
the Middle Atlantic States and generally 
in the States of the Obio and-Central 

- Mississippi valleys, fall ploughing and 
seeding have been much delayed owing 
to drought,” and also that “freezing tem- 
peratures occured throughout the Central 
and Rucky Mountain regions, which, 
with snow to considerable depth in port- 
ions of Idaho, Wyoming and Uolorado, 
put an end tothe growth of vegetation 
generally in that region,.and caused 

_ much injury, especially to fruit trees, in 
Dish and Colorado.” 

Despite the local damege by freezing 
weatbéer in the Far West, and the pre- 
mature forcing of the young colton by 
the excess of heat, itis cheering to ‘note 
that the corn crop is practically beyond 
injary by the frost in. most States, and 
What the dry weather has facilitated the 
work of cecuring corn, cotton and tobacco.

American bome lifeand every- 
thing that 1s oplifting in Acferican dom- 
esticity are perfectly fragrant in such ci- 
ties as Milwankce, Indianapolis, Lovis- 
yille, Cleveland or Cincinnati. People 
live in these cities as if they enjoyed liy- 
ing. The very exteriors of homes fh 
these cities breath forth a wholesome 
domestic atmosphere. A man of fair 
income in any of these cities lives like 
a human being in a home in which the 
sunshine visits each side of his house 
during, a day. For less money he has a 
house with ground aronnd it than his 
brother of greater means who livest in a 
larger city and has only abrown-stone 
chest of drawers in a closely-built block 
into which the sun penetrates only 
through one side of hishouse. The man 
of the smaller community is, necessarily, 
bappier with such living, and his wife and 
children are the healthier forit. . Life 
means something to a man living in this 
way: it means contentment and comfort. 
* * * The qoality of intellectual life of 
the smaller American cities. astonishes 
one who finds it for the fret time. : And 
the secret of it lies in the simple fact that 
people in these cities have more time for 
the cultivation of mind, for the gratifica- 
tion of mental tastes. Literary clubs 
and neighborhood guilds have a deeper 
meaning than in the great centres. A 
woman’s social life is absolutely refresh- 
ing and stimulating in these cities, and 
in direct contrast to the exhaustion of 
social gayeties of the large cities. But 
people come closer to each other, and 
thelr amusements are more satisfying, 
more harmonious, * * æ Then, too, 
the church comes closer in the fulfill- 
ment of its mission in oursmaller Amer- 
ican communities. The religious life is 
truer than in the large centres. The 
church is taken into the lives ofits peo- 
ple, and its interests are their interes®, 
spiritual arid material.
